Mean- 
while Prime Minister Attlee called 
Churchill's oratorical assaults upon 
him “wild, whirling words.” 

The Conservative leader warmed 
up the campaign for the general 
election Feb, 23 by holding out a 
promise of an early end to gasoline 
rationing if the Conservatives are 


victorious at the polls. 

Churchill gave a Conservative 
party rally at Devonport this pic- 
ture of Attlee’s government; 

“They seek the dollars, they beg 
the dollars, they bluster for the 
dollars, they gobble the dollars, but 
in the whole of their 8,000-word 
manifesto they cannot say ‘thank 
you’ for the dollars,” 


LASHES BACK 

Attlee, on a 34-speech, nine-day

Speaking to an audi- 
ence in the Birmingham district, 
Attlee said the Conservatives had 
put Churchill “on the leash” 
through its mild campaign pam- 
phlet, “The Right Road for Brit- 
ain.”

| In the matter of punishment, 
| which looms high on any parental 
some children have a 
tolerance’ for punishment. 
| They are neither very much upset 
by it, nor made antagonistic ‘To- 
|} ward their parents. These parents 


| | would be justified in saying that a 


“good spanking hurt no one.” But 
they would ignore the fact that 
there are children to whom a good 
spanking would be anathema and 
who would be crushed and humil- 
fated and hate their parents for 
giving it. They would not, with 
lsuch emotions, be impelled to 
future good behavior, 
| In the main, boys can take harsh- 
ler punishments than girls. Fathers,
